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DANGEROUS ROAD CONDITION 


New Brockton city councilmen 
question payment of city bills 


A large number of New Brock- 
ton's citizens continue to monitor 
the city council meetings. 

The meeting on Tuesday night, 
January 16, was no exception to the 
tule as a standing-room only crowd 
was on hand when it was called to 
order. 

All councilmen and the mayor 
were in attendance. 

Everything was: smooth sailing 
until it came time to pay the bills 
totaling $2,459.91, 

The wrecker bill from Ed Sher- 
ling Ford once again appeared on 
the list. Councilman Charles Cole 
asked if this was the same bill as 
week before last and was told that 
il was. 

He, Cole, said that his stand was 
the same as last week. The wrecker 
bill for towing a car per the police 
department's request should not be 
paid because, in his opinion, it was 
uncalled for. Councilman Britt Lee 
agreed with Cole. 

Mayor Jim Driskell told the 

‘council that the police department 
had requested the wrecker vill total- 
ing $45 along with a bill from 
McClain's in the ariount of $152.39 
for patches and decals and also, a 
bill from Dixie Electric amounting 
to $52.89 for wiring done on a po- 
lice car, be paid from $330 donated 
to the city by the school for the po- 
lice deparunent. 

The officers had directed traffic 
at all-the home ballgames during 
football season on their own time. 

Councilman Cole again stated 
that he would not agree to this ci- 
ther because the funds, once donat- 
ed, became city funds. , 


Councilman Lee was in favor of 
paying all the bills except the 
wrecker bill in question. 

The mayor call for a vote on 
paying all the bill as listed. 

Councilmen Bud Goodson, Lay- 
mon Tindol, and Ralph Medley vot- 
ed for and Councilmen Cole and 
Lee against. 

Finally, the bills were paid! 

Bernarr M. Bowdoin appeared 


before the council questioning 
where the city was obtaining the 
$100,000 to match the $250,000 
grant from the federal government 
for the sewage project and how was 
it going to be repaid. 

He also asked if the same agree- 
ment between the city and the fed- 
eral government concerning the wa- 
ter system applied to the sewage 
system. 

The agreement being, quoting 
Bowdoin, "Thou salt not give (at 


no-charge) water to anybody - ex- 
cept for public fire protection!" 

Bowdoin said that he understood 
that the city had not been paying 
for walter or sewage and was there- 
fore, in effect, collecting a hidden 
tax from the citizens to pay for this 
free usage 

Mayor Driskell answered Bow- 
doin by stating that the city was 
borrowing the $100,000 from a lo- 
cal bank and that the sewage fees 
collected would be used to repay 
the loan. 

The mayor said that in all likely- 
hood sewage fees will be increase 
by about $2. 

As to the “hidden tax", the may- 
or's answer was that the city had 
agreed to provide rent-free space to 
the water and sewage departments 
in exchange for free water and sew- 
age service. 

"This has been going on from 
the beginning”, said the mayor. 

A lengthy discussion ensued 
about Byrd Mill Road after Gerald 
and Chris Becker expressed their 
grave concer over the possibility 
of children being seriously injured 
or killed. : 

Mr. Becker said the road is in 
real bad shape especially the area 
approaching the bridge. 

Several cars have ended up in 
the ditch, Becker stated, and the 
school bus loaded with children is 
zoing to have a serious accident if 
something isn't done about the 
road. 

Mayor Driskell told the group 
that the city was in the process of 
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Jail is main topic at Coffee County Commission meeting 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session at the Elba 
courthouse January 22 at 9 a.m. 
with all commissioners present. 

Consuming a considerable 
amount of the commission's meet- 
ing time was the discussion center- 
ing around building and funding a 
new county jail. 

The commission voted to draft a 
letter to the local legislators, Repre- 
sentative Jimmy Holley and Sena: 
tor Crum Foshee, asking that they 
pass legislation allowing the collec- 
tion of a 1/2¢ sales tax. 

Commissioners Bill Faulk and 
Sid Averett abstained from voting 
on the issue. Both commissioners 
stated that they were opposed to the 
tax in the beginning; therefore, they 
were opposed to asking the legisla- 
tors to enact legislation to impose 
the tax. However, they said they 
were in favor of asking the local 
legislators for help in securing 
some method of funding a jail. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose said, 
"the facts are: one, we've gol to 
build a jail and two, we've got to 
pay for it - we have no choice. For 
the county to pay for the construc- 
tion without additional revenue will 
bankrupt Coffee County." 

Commissioner Dubose said that 
county services would have to be 
drastically cut as would funding to 
other county agencies. This could 
be devastating to the continued 
growth of Coffee County. 

Commissioner Faulk stated that 
he felt that the local legislative del- 
egation should step out and assume 
a leadership role in helping solve 
this dilemma. 

In addition to sending the letter 
of request to the legislators, the 
commission voted to send a letter 
‘to all county department heads and 
county agencies instructing them 
not to make any firm obligations 
based on appropriations of county 
funds. 

Chairman Eagerton told the 
commissioners, "we are al a very 
critical time.” 


The commission asked that the 
legislative delegation respond to 
the their request within two weeks 
or sooner. 

Max Hand, representing Cross- 
trails Library, appeared before the 
commission stating that he had re- 
quested funding from the county 
for library services in the amount of 
$20,655. 

He said that Coffee County had 
committed to $6,000 which is the 
amount given for the past two 
years, but this amount was far short 
of the amount needed by the library 
service to accomplish its goals. 

Hand told the commission sever- 
al projects had been planned based 
on requested funding and would 
have to be postponed until funding 
is available. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton stated to Hand that he cer- 
tainly understood his predicament 
but the commission was unable to 
do any more at this time. 

Presenting to the commission an 
indepth study made of the county's 
eleven rural water systems were 
representatives of Southeast Ala- 
bama Regional Planning and De- 
velopment Commission. 

Susanna Blair, project coordina- 
tor, related to the commissioners 
that the SARPDC had surveyed 
each water system and the report 
contained recommendations as to 
improvements that could made to 
each one. 

One of the main topics of dis- 
cussion was the inter-connection of 
all the individual systems into one 
county-wide system. 

This county-wide system would 
be under the management of one 
county water authority. 

Larry Lee of SARPDC pointed 
out to the commission that the sur- 
vey contained a list of immediate 
needs of each of the water systems 
and the projected cost and priority 
of completion of each one. 

After a discussion of a variety of 
items contained in the study, the 
representatives from SARPDC told 
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getting a water line ‘owered (buried 
deeper) so that the proper work can 
be done on the road to improve its 
passability. 

The county, he said , will help in 
this matter as soon as the work has 
been performed on the road. 

Councilman Cole also related to 
the group that he had inspected the 
road condition with Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton. Eagerton 
told Cole that he would see what he 
could get done to improve the road 
in the interim period. 

Councilman Medley said, "The 
townspeople could help prevent 
roads from washing out by keeping 
the debris and stuff cleaned out of 
the sewer pipes”. 

Other citizens present urged the 
council to make necessary repairs 
on all the city's streets. 

Bermarr Bowdoin commented, 
"Let the county take over the roads 
- give them all the road tax money 
(tax on gasoline). and let them 
maintain them.” 

With the agenda finished, the 
mayor asked each member of the 
council if they had any matters to 
bring before the body. 

Councilman Lee asked what was 


wrong with the police car not in, 


service. 

The mayor informed the council 
that the policeman driving the car 
hit a deer answering a call. 

Driskell said the car is covered 
with insurance except for $50 and 
would be repaired. 

Councilman Cole asked for an 
update as to the status of the two 
police officers (Jackson & Gilbert). 

Mayor Driskell said according 
to the chief of police the two offi- 
cers were primarily working the 
day shift only. 

Other maiters attended to by the 
council was as follows: 

***Requested further informa- 
uion conceming the Summer Food 
Service Program before taking any 
action. 

***Voied to install an outside 
light for security at the post office 
and the side entrance of city hall. 


the commissioners that this report 
will be going into the state's data 
bank and would be updated periodi- 
cally. 

The commissioners were en- 
couraged to study this survey and 
have input into the study. 

Chairman Eagerton told the 
commissioners that he had asked 
Botts & Ray to review their survey

He said that they had done so 
and stood by their original survey. 

The commission instructed Ea- 
gerton to advise the Ballards and 
their attorney. If they wish to have 
another surveyor to survey the 
property, to do so as agieed to by 
the commission at the last meeting. 

Chairman Eagerton informed the 
commissioners that the county was 
having to pay $24,794.23 in over- 
time pay to members of the sheriff's

them they could probably get any- 
thing they want. 

Senator Shelby said, “In the next 
two or three months, I'll be travel- 
ing all over the state of Alabama 
It's good for me in that it gives me 
some good ideas on how to repre- 
sent the people and doesn't let me 
forget my "roots". 

"Everything I do in Washington 
affects you here in Coffee County”, 
said Shelby. 

The Senator told the group ihat 
he plan to have the best voung 
record in Congress. He said that it

The Senator also voiced his op- 
position to Alabama, Sumter 
County, being used as a toxic waste 
dumping ground for the nation. 

"I would like to close the dump 
down and have the stuff removed 
from Alabama, " he said. " I'm go- 
ing to support legislation to man- 
date that states dispose of their own 
waste." 

Sheriff Brice Paul expressed his 
appreciation for the Senator's sup- 
port of the Drug Forfeiture Bill. 
The sheriff said that it had really 
helped in fighting drugs. 

The Senator also voiced his sup- 
port of using the military in the 
"War on Drugs". "It is a war and 
we need to do everything possible 
to win it," he said. 

Senator Shelby thanked those 
present for the attendance and com- 
mitted to continue to "stay-in- 
touch” with the peopie of south Al- 
abama. He mingled with the crowd 
before leaving for Enterprise where 
he was to spend the night. 


Feds look for bomb clues in county 


More than 100 federal agents de- 
scended on Enterprise and Coffee 
County during the past weekend 
and remain in the county at press 
lume Wednesday moming. They are 
admittedly searching for evidence 
in the two mail bomb deaths which 
happened in Birmingham, Ala- 
bama and Savanah, Georgia several 
weeks ago. : 

While the FBI and several other 
federal agencies concentrated their 
physical searches at two Enterprise 
places of business and a New 
Brockton home, people throughout 
the county were questioned on the 
matter, 

The agents searched the used 
merchandise business warehouse of 
Wayne O'errell and his previous 
place of business on Monday and 
Tuesday, both in Enterprise. They 
also spent some time searching his 
home in New Brockton Monday. 


The agents returned to the home 
and the warehouse on Tuesday af- 
ternoon with digging equipment to 
dig up septic tanks. 

No arrest have been made at 
press time and very little is known 
of what the agents are seeking. 

OFerrell has told reporters he 
will explain everything once the in- 
vestigation is over. — 


An FBI spokesman has ac- 
knowledged that an old typewriter 
is playing a key part in the investi- 
gation. 

An Atlanta newspaper is report- 
ing that a typed letter in the files of 
the late Judge Robert Varner was 
found by an agent to match those 
typed on the package of the mail 
bombs.

The year was 1929. A newcom- 
er to Elba will not be in town ong 
Before he hears that the flood 
‘brought many people great losses. 
Fertile soil was washed down- 


stream, homes and businesses expe- 
rienced damage. 

The same year the "Great De- 
pression" struck a lethal blow to the 
economics of the world. Many peo- 
ple lost everything including their 
lives during this turbulent era. J. C. 
Penney was a rising star in the busi- 
ness world, but the stress and strain 
took its toll. Mr. Penney was a pa- 
tient in the Kellog Sanitarium in 
Battle Creek, Michigan. He was 
broken in health and filled with de- 
spair. 

Geiting out of bed one night, he 
wrote his farewell letter to his wife 
and son, saying that he did not ex- 
pect to live through the night. He 
had lost everything, including itis 
will to live. The next day brought a 
life-changing experience and re- 
stored his health. 

Mr. Penney writes: "When I 
awoke the next morning I was sur- 
prised to find that I was still alive. 
Going downstairs I heard singing in 
a little chapel where a devotional 
exercise was held each morning.

Suddenty, something hap- 
pened. I can't explain it. I can only 
call it a miracle.

liant sunlight. I felt as if I had been 
transplanted from hell to paradise. I 
felt the power of God as I never 
had felt it before. I realized that 
God with His love was there to 
help me. From that day to this, my 
life has been free from worry." 

Mr. Penney's chapel experience 
changed his life. His personal expe- 
rience with the Lord releasing him 
from his bondage to fear and de- 
pression and prepared him for a 
bright and successful future as 
founder of the department store 
chain bearing his name. Hew dis- 
covered the important fact - God 
really does care. But this can be a 
very difficult lesson to learn. 

Often we deeper our depressions 
by isolating ourselves from the 
Lord. We say in essence, "I don't 
believe you are with me, I don't be- 
lieve you care.

Second Graders Study Food Chain

A unit of study on animals was recently completed by the second graders under 
the supervision of Mrs. Elizabeth Dyess. After the unit was completed Mrs. Dyess 
required her class to do a "Food Web" as a science project.

Zion Chapel Teachers Attend 
ADD Conference at TSU

Attention Deficit Disorders (ADD) 
was the topic of a conference that was 
recently attended by several Zion Chap 
el teachers. The conference was pre 
sented by Troy State University (TSU) 
and was under the direction of Edna D 
Copeland Ph. D., a child/clinical psy 
chologist and Ronald A. Walker, a be- 
havior/learning specialist. 

There are many causes of ADD-like 
behavior. These include allergies, food 
intolerance, hypo and hyperthyroidism, 
depression, manic-depression illness, 
auditory processing problems, learning 
disabilities, poor parenting, disorga 
nized environments, and excessive 
stress. ADD is often improperly diag- 
nosed as an education problem and tu- 
toring or remediation is recommended. 
ADD is frequently misdiagnosed as a 
family problem -- one thal is caused by 
ineffective parenting or parental con- 
flict. If allergies are incorrectly diag- 
nosed as ADD and are treated with 
stimulant medication, the child is likely 
to get worse, although some children 
do improve to some degree. If an anx- 
ious child is misdiagnosed as’Having 
ADD and is given stimulation medica- 
tion, he is likely to. be even more teary, 
agitated and labile. The symptoms of 
hyperthyroidism, which include rapid 
heart beat, irritability, and over - reac- 
tivity, will be intensified by stimulant 
medication. It is critical to rule out 
medical causes of the ADD symptoms. 

The teachers received instruction on 
how to aid ADD students. Limit the 
amount of distraction in the classroom. 
Bulletin boards should consist only of 
their work - convincing them that their 
work is more important. The teacher 
should be made the most stimulating 
thing in the classroom. Do not allow 
the students to face one another. Keep 
them as far away from each other as 
possible. Also do not place the ADD 
child next to the teacher because it is 
most distracting. The best area to place 
the ADD child is in the middle sur- 
rounded by hard-working students. The 
most distracting thing a teacher can do 
is to verbally correct the child. Correc- 
tions should be made one-on-one, al 
eye-level, in a whisper. Never give in- 
structions until you get everyone's cye 
contact.

School Lunchbox Safety 


The Alabama Poison Center re- 
minds you with school starting, to 
make sure your children's lunch- 
boxes are safe by preparing and 
packing them wisely. 

To avoid food poisoning with its 
stomach cramps, diarrhea, vomiting 
or fever, Dr. Perry Lovely, medical 
director of the center, recommends 
the following precautions: 

1. Before you begin lunch prep- 
arauion, wash your hands thorough- 
ly. If you have cuts or sores, wear 
rubber gloves. 

2. Keep utensils and countertops 
clean by washing them with soap 
and hot waiter. 

3. Wash vacuum bottles and 
rinse them in boiling water each 
time you use them. 

4. Use an insulated lunchbox, in- 
stead of a paper bag. Clean the 
lunchbox ox everyday. If you do 
use paper bags, use the kinds made 
specifically for lunches and use 
them only once. 

5. Use food that has been thor- 
oughly cooked. If it is hot, keep it 
that way by storing it in a vacuum 
bottle. If it is supposed to be cold, 
keep it cold by putting it next to a 
commercial ice pack, a frozen juice 
box or a plastic margarine tube 
filled with water and frozen. 

6. Soups, stews and chili can be 
poured into a sterile vacuum bottle 
after they have been boiled. 

7, Freezing certain types of 
sandwiches can keep them cool al- 
though there may be some loss of 
quality in the sandwich. 

8. Dried meats, canned meats 
and poultry products and fully- 
cooked meats such as bologna, sa- 


‘lami or franks keep well in lunch- 


boxes. 


9. When making up the sand- 
wich, use a fork or other utensil to 
place the meat, poultry or cheese 
since fingers can spread bacteria. 

10, All fruits and vegetables 
should be washed thoroughly. 

11, Pack amounts of food your 
child can realistically be expected 
to eat and do not reuse food that 
has been sitting at room tempera- 
ture all day.

The project deadline was Janu 
ary 9, 1990. 

When asked why she made this as 
signment. Mrs. Rachel Bryan, instruc 
tor, said, “I have always loved the book 
and | want others to lear to love it to. 
Besides there is a lot more to be learned 
from "Gone With The Wind” than just 
a story of a spoiled, selfish girl. There 
are many myths about the old South 
that have been believed for many gen 
erations. We need to see these myths 
for what they are and replace them with 
knowledge that will do us more good as 
Southermers.” 

Mrs. Bryan aiso said that an article 
from SOUTHERN LIT magazine writ 
ten by Steve Oney and published in Oc 
tober, 1986, expresses more precisely 
why she thinks the book should be read 
by this generation. 

Mr. Oney says, “Over the years, the 
public perceptions of “Gone With The 
Wind" as a 1,037-page paean to the 
land of cotton certainly helped sell a lot 
of books (more than 25 million at last 
count), but it has done a grave disser 
vice to any true appreciation of the nov- 
el, making it the most misunderstood 
work in all of Southern literature...In 
the end, Mitchell's novel is not the 
homage the past that prevailing wisdom 
has made it. As its core, it is something 
altogether different -- a bold, even radi 
cal reaction of the Old South and a 
blueprint for the New, a work that both 
champion and explain the very forces 
of change that made Atlanta all that it is 
today. In fact, if Mitchell's greatest 
creation, Scarlett, were to somchow 
materialize in present-day Georgia, it’s 
a safe bet that she wouldn't waste a sec- 
ond waxing sentimental about Dixie. 
To the contrary, she would likely go 
straight into partnership with John Port- 
man, the prolific architect and develop- 
er whose high-rises dominate the Adan- 
ta skyline.
